MDs, Kupat Holim meet 
as clinic strike starts 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. — Representatives of the 
Israel Medical Association, the 
Histadrut Central Committee and 
Kupat Holim were meeting here last 
night in an effort to end the strike of 
the sick fund's 3,000 clinic doctors. 
Meanwhile the strike, which began 
yesterday, had so far made little im- 
pact. 

Before the meeting Dr. S hlm a h on 
Rrdman of the IMA 'a central com- 
mittee said. “We have whittled down 
our demands to the minimum." He 
implied that unless Kupat H oli m 
capitulated the strike would go on for 
an indefinite period. 

(In 1974 the clinic doctors held a 
month-long strike which was ended 
only by a court order.) 

Finance Minister Yehoshua 
Rabinowitz told the Cabinet yester- 
day that there is no way to concede 
to the doctors’ main demands. To do 
this, he warned, would open the way 
to other employees in the public sec- 
tor making similar cla im s. 

The doctors signed a new work 
contract only this winter. According 
to the Finance Minister they are en- 
titled only to adjustments of various 
allowances — but nothing near the 
ILl,600 a month they are requesting. 

Yesterday, although patients had 
to seek out doctors in their private 
clinics or in their homes, Kupat 
Holim spokesman David Gaietzky 
quid few complaints had reached the 
sick fund’s main offices. 

One reason was that the IMA had 


gone ahead rapidly to establish an 
“alternative medical service.’’ 
Some 30 stations were set up 
throughout the country, staffed by 
the striking doctors, who charged 
each patient ILflO, or IL130 for a 
house visit. (Kupat Holim is reim- 
bursing its members a maximum of 
U£0 for each call or visit.) 

Of the 3,000 striking clinic doctors, 
some 400 normally receive patients 
in their private clinics under their 
work contract with Kupat Holim. An 
estimated several hundred more 
also receive patients after they have 
finished their day's work at Kupat 
Holim. 

Kupat Ho Urn’s Supervisory Com- 
mittee yesterday passed a resolution 
proposed by its chairman, Aharon 
Becker, calling on the clinic doctors 
to return ~to work and to allow the 
Histadrut to negotiate their wage 
demands. 

The sick fund's head, Professor 
Haim Doron, earlier told the Super- 
visory Committee that Kupat Holim, 
even if it wanted to. could not meet 
the clinic doctors’ demands as it 
must “consult with, and accept the 
opinion of, both the Histadrut and the . 
Government, which financially sup- 
ports Kupat Holim in a large 
measure." 

He said that Kupat Holim had ear- 
marked ILl53m. in the current 
budget for its 3,000 clinic doctors.

Boy, 7, killed 
as roof collapses

Police are Investigating whether 
the Haifa company which Is' putting 
up the synagogue had followed safety 
requirements and had a valid 
building licence. 


Rejectionists 
fight Syrians 
in S. Beirut

Thirteen Syrian soldiers 
reported wounded last night in 
pitch battles with the hardline 
“rejectionists" of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization and 
their leftist • allies in southern 
Beirut: 

The Syrian troops, members of ah 
Arab peacekeeping force in 
Lebanon, were reported to have 
besieged a major Palestinian 
refugee camp on the southern out- 
skirts of Beirut earlier In the day. 
The Syrians brought in tanks and ar- 
moured cars, then surrounded the 
Sabra-Shatilla camp, raided 
hideouts of extremists and mounted 
a search for terrorists and weapons. 

The move followed Thursday's 
murder of two Syrians from the Arab 
peacekeeping force which snuffed 
Lebanon's 20 - month civil war last 
November. Tbe killing of the two 
soldiers triggered savage clashes 
between rival factions in the 
Palestinian-lefjist camp, torn 
between Syria on one hand and Iraq 
and Libya on the other. 

The radical rejectionists were said 
to have alerted their forces recently 
against a Lebanese-Syrian plan to 
put into effect a i960 Cairo formula 
restricting PLO activity in Lebanon, 
particularly In populated areas. 
Lebanon's influential chief of the 
Christian Fhalanglst militias, Pierre 
Jemayyel. went an record as saying 
that all Arab governments except 
Syria opposed a revised version of 
the Cairo formula which would have 
restricted the PLO's presence 
further. This would also have 
affected the southern border region 
neighbouring Israel. 

“A state of mobilization exists in 
the we9t Beirut areas of Tarik 
Jadida, Mazraa, Sabra Fakhoni, 
M&k&ssed and .Barbir,” eye- 
witnesses said. 

"The .Syrian-dominated Arab 
peacekeeping troops have the guns 
of their tanks and artillery pointed 
toward the Palestinian Sabra- 
Shatilla camp" at tbe southern en- 
trance of Beirut, tbe witnesses said. 

“Some units raided the hideouts of 
Palestinian rejection forces (who 
reject any peace with Israel) and 
confiscated their arms.” the 
witnesses added. 

Palestinian factional fighting 
broke out again yesterday afternoon 
in the vicinity of the Sabra : Shatilla 
camp, “but the Arab peacekeeping 
troops were trying to stop it." 
reports from tbe area said. 

Civilians had already disappeared 
from the streets and the Beirut air- 
port road was almost totally 
deserted since the small hours of 
yesterday morning. 

Syrian troops of the Arab 
peacekeeping force reinforced their 
positions around the camp and 
stopped motorists to . check their 
identification, papers and search for 
arms. 


Syria, Soviets 
mended fences 
in Moscow

Syria and the Soviet Union have 
mended many of their fences broken 
for a year and more, in the wake of 
President Hafez Assad's trip to 
Moscow. 

Observers who presented this view 
in Jerusalem yesterday said that 
both countries declare themselves 
highly satisfied with the outcome of 
Assad's visit, which expresses a 
significant rapprochement between 
Syria and the Soviet Union, though 
not yet a return to their formerly in- 
timate relationship. 

The observers said that Syria 
would apparently now be getting 
regular shipments of weapons once 
again, in response to its insistent 
demands. Weapons whose delivery 
had long been decided on between 
Damascus and Moscow had not been 
coming over on schedule after the 
Syrian intervention In the Lebanese 
civil .war. These delays mirrored 
Russian displeasure with the Syrian 
intervention. Now Moscow has 
decided to legitimize the interven- 
tion post /actum . 

The observers said the Soviet 
Union Is pleased at having recouped 
some of its former influence in -an 
important Middle East foothold. The 
Soviet Union is also pleased that Its 
key role in any Middle East settle- 
ment has again been underlined. 

The Syrians too are pleased, not 
only over the military and economic 
Implications of the rapprochement, 
but also over the political im- 
plications. If the Geneva Conference 
resumes, Syria will be talking from a 
position of strength, as It stresses the 
Soviet political backing which It en- 
joys, unlike Egypt, which is more 
aligned with the American stand.

‘Chairman Peres’ lauded 
for first cabinet session

Shimon Peres chaired his first 
cabinet meeting yesterday — and 
earned favourable comments all 
round for his businesslike handling 
of it and for the smooth and low-key 
transfer of power from Yitzhak 
Rabin to himself. 

“It waa a short meeting and no 
time was wasted," according to one 
cabinet minister who does not nor- 
mally praise Shimon Pe res personal- 
ly or politically. “He managed It 
very competently and smoothly. 
There was the usual crop of 
ministers' questions, but there was 
no feeling of pressure. 

“We expect Peres to go to 
Washington very soon after a new 
government is formed, " the minister 
added, “ff the Alignment heads the 
coalition. Foreign Minister AHon 
mentioned the possibility of Peres' 
trip, in fact, in connection with our 
soundings of the current political 
mood in the American capital." 

After the meeting, cabinet 
secretary Gershon Avner reported 
its main points to Premier Rabin at 
the prime minister's official 
residence in Jerusalem. Under 
arrangements concluded between 
Rabin and Peres, the premier is to 
be kept constantly informed of 
government business, since he still 
bears constitutional responsibility 
for the premiership. 

At the meeting Peres urged the 
ministers to ensure that the. work of 
their departments and of the govern- 
ment as a whole proceeds smoothly, 
“according to the law, according to 
past practice — and according to 
common sense" during tbe Interim 


%eriod until a new government Is set 
up. 

He said there was no call for him to 
make a valedictory statement to 
Rabin on behalf of the cabinet, as 
Rabin had only gone on vacation and 
had not formally ended his term of 
service as premier. 


He read out the agreement on the 
working of the premiership in the 
weeks ahead which he had drawn up 
with Rabin, and the ministers ab- 
sorbed it without comment. It 
provides for Peres to chair cabinet 
meetings and meetings of the main 
ministerial committees and “to con- 
sult for this purpose, as he sees fit, 
with the chief of the premier’s 
bureau, Eli Mizrahi, and with tbe 
cabinet secretary, Gershon Avner." 

These two men are also charged 
under the agreement with keeping 
the premier informed of Issues likely 
to be raised in the cabinet, and 
Avner is to report to him after each 
cabinet -meeting and after meetings 
of the ministerial committees which 
the premier chairs. 


“On those matters on which other 
ministers generally approach the 
prime minister ; they will henceforth 
approach Minister ^Shimon Peres,” 
the agreement adds. 

One point which the agreement — 
drawn up with the aid of Justice 
Minister Zadok — apparently failed 
to determine Is what Mr. Peres is to 
be called. The cabinet communique 
yesterday called him “the chairman 
of the meeting. Minister Shimon 
Peres," in first reference, and 
“Minister Shimon Peres" 
thereafter. Thus Lt seems that 
“Chairman Peres" is the correct for- 
mal title, after the Chinese model. 


Eban calls at Treasury; can’t 
produce foreign cash permit

Former foreign minister Abba 
Eban met yesterday with the con- 
troller of foreign exchange in the 
Treasury to explain his foreign- 
currency holdings abroad. But Ebaq 
did not produce — nor has the 
Treasury found a copy of — the per- 
mit Eban says he obtained 10 years 
ago to deal in foreign currency. 

Eban later revealed that he has an 
account in London in addition to four 
separate bank accounts ; in the U.S. 
But he reiterated that all his 
dealings in foreign currency were 
conducted in accordance with the 
permit he was issued. 

Treasury sources said yesterday 
that if Eban can produce the permit 
— and assuming all transactions 
were in line with the permit — Ms 
only offence will be the technical one 
of not renewing it in February 1979. 

No further action 
will be taken, they said.

Foreign Minister Yigal Allon 
warned the Cabinet yesterday 
that “differences of opinion with 
the U.S. on cardinal issues" 
were "not to be ruled out" in the 
future. Allon stressed par- 
ticularly the looming divergence 
over the meaning of "defensible 
borders." President Carter 
seemed to be thinking in terms 
of a string of electronic sensors 
some distance from Israel’s ac- 
tual borders, he said — a far cry 
from Israel's own demand for 
significant alteration of its ac- 
tual borders. 

Hence, too, according to Allon, the 
possible confrontation with 
Washington over the key term 
“minor adjustments." The dimen- 
sions in U.S. thinking seemed 
radically different from Israel’s own 
ideas — and there was no point ig- 
noring this. 

But Cabinet Chairman Shimon 
Feres turned down a proposal from 
the ILP's Moshe Kol that the cabinet 
hold a full-dress “political debate" 
on the worrying outlook for Iarael- 
U.S. relations. In its waning weeks 
-before the elections, the caretaker 
cabinet is not the right forum to bold 
a momentous debate of this nature. 
Feres ruled. 

Peres Indicated that — contrary to 
some press speculation — he was not' 
contemplating any major diplomatic 
moves or initiatives in the weeks 
ahead, unless objective external cir- 
cumstances necessitated them. 

A lion's report took up the bulk of 
yesterday's brief cabinet meeting. 
The Foreign Minister cited 
“authoritative U.S. officials" who 
had denied recent claims by Arab 
statesmen and media of a pro-Arab 
shift in U.S. thinking. 

Alton said he did not doubt the 
denials. Washington still stands firm 
in its Insistence on a full and 
meaningful peace, with normaliza- 
tion of relations. It stands firm, too 
he said, in its opposition to PLO par-' 
ticipation in the peace talks. 

But for all this, there was no gain- 
saying the differences with Israel 
over borders and over an ultimate 
Palestinian solution which public 
American statements have 
highlighted. 

While the Carter Administration 
would prefer a Palestinian solution 
to be “in the framework of Jordan," 
it has not ruled out other options, 
Allon noted. And even the 
“framework of Jordan” was itself a 
concept open to varying inter- 
pretations. Israel for Its part would 
insist on only one sovereign state to 
Its east. 

Thus if a Palestinian entity were to 
arise, lt would have to dovetail into a 
close-knit federation with the, East 
Bank under one single Jordan- 
Paleotine government. Th'ere waa nr), 
guarantee, Allon indicated, that 
Washington would arrive at this 
same conclusion after President 
Carter and Secretary of State Vance 
conclude their round of consultations 
with Middle Eastern leaders. 

On other issues, Alton: 

• Denied Arab reports that the 
Soviet Union is preparing to renew 
its ties with Israel. Israel has seen no 
sign of this, he said, either on the 


part of the USSR or of any of the, 


satellite states; 

• Denied that Israel has em- 
powered either Austria's Chancellor 
Kreisky or the Ivory Coast's Presi- 
dent Houphouet-Boigny to mediate 
between it and the PLO. (Minister 
Yisrael Galili had queried Allon on 


this “for the record."); 

* Said that his ministry would sub- 
mit information on the worsening 
situation of Soviet Jewry to countries 
participating In the upcoming 
Belgrade Conference, which is to ex- 
amine the implementation of the 
Helsinki Agreement on (inter alia) 
civil rights in Eastern and Western 
Europe. 

Allon also obtained cabinet ap- 
proval for the following am- 
bassadorial appointments: 
Avraham Kidron to Britain, Hagai 
Dikan to Venezuela, Shlomo Argov 
to Holland, Dr. Yoel Barroml to the 
UN at Geneva, and Raphael Eldar as 
Israel's first ambassador to Por- 
tugal.

Bus blast injures 27

At Kiryat Gat the Ara^bs 
alighted and the bus was assigned to 
the Beersheba route, 'picking up 
passengers, all Israeli, at various 
stops in Kiryat Gat. 

About 10 kilometres from Kiryat 
Gat, near Even Shrauel, there was 
an explosion near the rear door. The 
blast shattered the inside of the bus. 
Most of the injuries were caused by 
flying splinters of glass and metal. 

The driver, an Arab resident of the 
Gaza Strip, stopped the bus and tried 
to work the hydraulic mechanism 
that opens the doors, but found it was 
jammed. Passengers made their 
way our of the bus through the win- 
dows. 

Within* minutes police and am- 
bulances arrived on the scene and 
started evacuating the wounded to 
hospital. 

According to Egged officials, the 
charge contained about half a 
kilogram of explosives. 

The spokesman said the bus had 
been parked overnight at the 
Aduravim bus parking lot near 


Hebron. The parking lot is an enclos- 
ed area and is guarded, he added. 

The bus driver. I as a Madi, 24. is 
normally lodged by Egged overnight 
at a hotel in Hebron. Yesterday mor- 
ning at 5.49 Madi picked up his 
workers and drove to Kiryat Gat. Ac- 
cording to the Egged spokesman, 
Madi had checked the bus for 
suspicious looking objects (a routine 
check) after the Arab passengers got 
oft and found nothing.

For the 
same reason, Gur had to cancel the 
airing of the entertainment event, 
since it was scheduled to include 
questions by soldiers on current 
matters — which must also be cen- 
sored by the political authority, 
Feres claimed. 

Feres did not explain why cen- 
sorship of the show from the Golan 
had not been mentioned to TV before 
the dispute with Gur arose. 

Meanwhile, R/A Gur sent a 22- 
page complaint to the Press Council 
against TV and its news director, 
Shilon. Dr. Yehoshua Rotenstreich. 
president of the council, told The 
Jerusalem Post yesterday that he 
had sent a copy of the document to 
the authority for comment within 10 
days. The council, composed of 
editors, journalists and public 
representatives, will then decidf 
whether to set up an investigation 
committee. That body would then 
reach conclusions on the matter and 
publish them, thus putting moral 
pressure — ’ according, to 
RotenBtrelch — on the offending p ar- 
ty.

TEL AVIV. — Defence Minister 
Shimon Perea said here yesterday 
that "inflation, the social gap and the 
low rate of immigration" troubled 
Israelis the most. 

Speaking to Labour Party ac- 
tivists, Feres said the high rate of in- 
flation was partly due to world 
market prices and partly to the 
government's reluctance to fight In- 
flation through unemployment. But, 
he admitted, there was another 
cause — "somewhere, we have lost 
control." 

Peres, who Is the party's choice for 
Premier now that Yitzhak Rabin has 
stepped down, said he would try to 
curb Inflation by getting people to 
believe in the value of money, and by 
cutting down on services and en- 
couraging exports. 

As to social problems, he said that 
every year 10 to 15 per cent of the 
country's young people drift to 
"crime, drugs, alienation, disgrace, 
despair and escape," The army will 
increase its hitherto successful ef- 
forts to combat the problem, he said. 

He also envisaged expansion of the 
long school-day programme and the 
establishment of a Ministry for 
Social Betterment.

No one standard on rights: Waldheim 


WASHINGTON (AP).— UN 
Secretary -General Kurt Waldheim 
said here yesterday that there are no 
universal codes of social justice 
applicable in the whole world, in a 
speech that seemed like an admoni- 
tion of U.S. President Jimmy 
Carter's outspoken human, rights 
policy. 


Waldheim spoke while receiving 
an honorary doctorate from the 
American University. He praised the 


new U.S. administration's "manifest 
intention to work through the United 
Nations and to strengthen both 
respect for its principles and the im- 
pact of its practical work." But he 
added that, "there Is, of course, no 
single solution to world peace or 
social justice or human fulfilment. 
There Is no perception of human 
goals that la the correct one — no fix- 
ed set of standards that are valid 
simultaneously and universally for 
very diverse societies.'' 


Circassians strike low-grade’ school

TIBERIAS. — The parents of the 340 
pupils in the primary school at the 
Circassian village of Kafr K&na took 
their children out on strike yester- 
day. They arc protesting against 
what they call the Education 
Ministry's failure to act on their de- 
mand for investigation of the 
school's low standards of 
scholarship. 

. They say the alleged low stan- 
dards make their children unfit for 
admission to secondary school. 

Representatives of Israel’s 3,000- 
strong Circassian community 
yesterday appealed to the 
authorities to help them revive their 
national language and folklore. They 
called on the Education Ministry to 
enable teachers to give Instruction in 
Circassian in their own schools for at 
least one hour a week, on the Broad- 
casting Authority to institute Circas- 
sian radio and TV programmes, and 


for funds for a folklore circle. 

Three years ago the Education 
Ministry helped an American 
linguist to come to Israel and teach 
the Circassians to read their ancient 
Caucasian language. The communi- 
ty had become largely Arabic- 
speaking since moving into the area 
in the nineteenth century to protect 
their Moslem faith from Russian op- 
pression.

The National Printers Union 
yesterday declared a labour dispute 
against their employers after the 
publishers refused to negotiate an 
overall agreement granting the 
workers the five per cent pay rise 
given to government and Histadrut 
workers. 

The publishers met yesterday to 
debate the ultimatum served by the 
printers last week that if no agree- 
ment were forthcoming to negotiate 
an overall agreement, a labour dis- 
pute would be declared. The 
publishers, mainly those of 
newspapers, agreed that they could 
not negotiate an overall settlement 
but allowed individual firms to 
negotiate with their workers. 

According to sources In the 
printers union, the publishers con- 
tacted the printers and told them 
they could not negotiate an overall 
pay rise because they were not un- 
animously agreed it should be 
granted. The secretary-general of 
the Printers Union, Mfclr Goldstein, 
said he would not lie fobbed by "ihnt 
old trick'' which he said ihe 
publishers had used before, and cull- 
ed the labour dispute.

as the shipping companies would also 
need'-tlme to decide whether to 
accept yesterday's Histadrut 
recommendation that advances be 
paid immediately to all seamen an 
the new contracts. 

This formula — of advances on 
contracts rather than on differential 
pay — was aimed at avoiding further 
complications with the ratings union, 
who have demanded “the same sums 
the officers get.” 

Late last night there was no op- 
timism on the part of the officers 
regarding the possibility of ending 
the 20-day-old strike. However, 
Ratings Union secretary Shlomo 
Avttan said his men would agree to 
take advances on their coming con- 
tract as long as it was not on differen- 
tial pay. 

He added that they were also will- 
ing to negotiate on the differential 
problem, a possible solution being 
elimination, of the ratings’ "special 
job” foreign-currency payments in 
return for suitable compensation. 

The "special pay,” which the of- 
ficers do not get, has eroded the pay 
differential so much that in some 
cases a ship's bosun earns more than 
its captain. Under the Histadrut 
package it would be studied by a 
special two-man committee from the 
Shipping Research Institute, which 
would report its recommendations 
within 18 days while contract 
negotiations went ahead. 

Meanwhile, as a goad-will gesture 
yesterday the officers freed three 
ships, making it possible to resume 
operation of Haifa's Dagon grain silo 
and Jts container terminal. They 
were the El-Yam company's Har 
Sinai, which had been blocking the 
silo berth; the big container-ship Zim 
Montreal, which was allowed to sail 
for the U.S.; and the other Zim ship 
at the terminal, the Tilia, which was 
allowed to anchor out in the hay. 

A total of 14 Israeli ships are 
anchored in -the hay waiting to un- 
load. They will assure the port at 
least a fortnight of full employment.

Emlyn Williams 
reads Dickens

About 29 years ago, just about 100 
years after Charles Dickens started 
his celebrated public readings which 
made him even more^amoas 
wherever men and women un- 
derstood English, Emlyn Williams, 
the British actor and playwrig h t. 
(Night Must Fall, The Corn is 
Green) began bis own readings of 
Dickens which made him even more 
famous throughout the world. 

Mr. Williams is with us now. Last 
.night, at the crowded Jerusalem 
Theatre, he appeared on the stage, 
the spitting image of Dickens as we 
remember him from the covers of 
books, dressed in evening clothes, a 
red carnation in his buttonhole, his 
two-pronged beard carefully comb- 
ed, standing at a red plush lecture 
(which is an exact copy of the one 
Dickens used) a stack of books in 
front of him. and picking a book out 
of the stack, he began to read. 

It was the best of Dickens and the 
worst of Dickens. It was the story of 
the French marquis Just before the 
revolution retundngJrom a ball and, 
passing through a slum 
neighborhood, casually running - ' 
down a little glri; it was his descrip- 
tions of London society and would-be 
society and their foibles, here and 
there a brilliant turn of phrase leap- 
ing out. such as the description of a 
dinner dying in state, or a remark 
>about a lady whose bosom was her 
best defect 

Mr. Williams is a consummate 
technician who uses words with un- 
derstatement. makes unexpected 
pauses which suddenly illuminate 
the text. He interprets the text and 
amuses the public with as uplifted 
eyebrow, with a telling inflection. He 
is a joy to watch and to listen to.

Reunited after 
38 years: thought 
family was dead 

BEN-GURION AIRPORT (Itim). — 
Boris Weinstein received a special 
present tor his 70th birthday yester- 
day. He was reunited with & son and 
wife he hasn’t seen in 38 years. 

Rav-Fakad Reuven Weinstein of 
the police fraud division last saw his 
father in. Russia in 1939, when 
Reuven was five years old. At the 
start of the Second World War the 
elder Weinstein was conscripted into 
the Red Army. Reuven and his 
mother came to Israel in 1948, after 
receiving word that Boris- had been 
killed in action. ' 

Boris apparently believed his wife 
and son had also been killed, because 
he remarried after the war and rais- 
ed a new family. But a relative dis- 
covered a couple of years ago that 
Boris Weinstein was still alive, and 
put him In touch with his Israeli 
family. 

In February Rav-Pakad Weinstein 
applied to the Soviet authorities to 
let his father visit Israel as a tourist. 
He received no reply. 

But on Friday he got a telegram 
from Vienna saying that his father — 
just turned 70 — would be arriving 
early yesterday morning. 

Mrs. Reuven Weinstein said she 
had recognized her father-in-law im- 
mediately, "because he is the spit- 
ting image of my husband." 

The elder Weinstein will spend 
several weeks in Israel before retur- 
ning to the Soviet Union.

CAIRO (tJPI). — Libyan strongman 
Q)L Muammar Gaddafi survived an 
- a ssas sin ation attempt last week and 
the would-be assassin later killed 
himself, the Egyptian saddle East 
News Agency (MENA) said yester- 
day. 

Quoting travellers arriving from 
Libya, the agency said an unnamed 
Libyan citizen fired a single pistol 
shot at Gaddafi last week. The bullet 
wounded Gaddafi’s hand, the agency 
said. "The Libyan citizen later killed 
himself, fearing what might happen 
to him if he were caught by Libyan 
authorities," MENA added. 

An independent confirmation of 
the agency's report was not possible. 

* Egyptian press reports are usually 
highly critical of Gaddafi and claim- 
ed earlier this month that he ordered 
the execution of 49 persons, in- 
cluding 45 army officers, tor plotting 
to overthrow Ms regime. 

Another Egyptian organ, the “Oc- 
tober" magazine, said yesterday 
that Gaddafi plotted with Carlos, the 
Venezuelan-born terrorist, the 
ulmultfmeoua assassination of six 
Western ambassadors in different 
Arab capitals. But the scheme was 
exposed and thwarted by Libyan 
political exiles, the magazine said. 

Indicating the plotiwas aimed at 
driving a wedge between the Arab 
world and the West, the magazine 
said Gaddafi's plot called for 
"attempts on the lives of six Western 
ambassadors, ■ including American 
ambassadors, in six. Arab coun- 
tries... The ambassadors were to be' 
assassinated and other embassies 
were to be blown up at the same time 
on the same day."

But an Egyptian govern- 
ment memorandum, submitted to 
the Arab League a week ago, said: 
“The Gaddafi regime is still plotting

comes, the Egyptian government 
will expose all these operations to 
lay before the world one of the most 
horrible stories of terror and crime 
in modem history."

On Saturday Bhutto imposed press 
censorship on all news about the 
political violence that has swept 
Pakistan for the past six weeks. 

Informed sources said the alliance 
had formed a three-man committee 
led by acting chief Nawabzada 
Nasrullah Khan, now under arrest, 
to discuss the deteriorating situation 
In Pakistan with members of the 
armed forces general staff. 
However, sources said no meeting 
had taken place. 

The alliance claims the army 
doesn't have to obey Bhutto’s orders 
because “be Is a usurper of the office 
of the prime minister” and " an un- 
lawful prime minister.”

CAIRO (UFI). — Cuban troops have 
appeared for the first time in the 
street* of Tripoli and Benghazi, 
Libya's two largest cities, the 
newspaper “Al-Akhbar" said yester- 
day-

said, Cuban and Soviet vessels are 
unloading weapons and tanks at the 
ports of Benghazi and Tobruk, 
“which are working day and night to 
handle -the shipments," the 
newspaper said. 


DAR ES- SALAAM (UPI). — Tan- 
zania yesterday accused a Kenyan 
official of holding 50 Tanzanians 
hostage for the return of a Kenyan 
government vehicle impounded in 
Tanzania. 

The Tanzanian government news 
agency SMhata said the hostages 
were being held by Arap Chelluget. 
provincial commissioner in Nyanza 
province. 

Shihata said Chelluget phoned of- 
ficials in th^ town of Mu soma on the 
Tanzanian side of the border Satur- 
day and informed them he had 
detained the Tanzanians and would 
release them only If Tanzania 
returned a Kenyan government vehi- 
cle. 

It said Chelluget had demanded a 
border meeting to exchange the 
hostages for the vehicle, hut Tanza- 
nian authorities have not. yet 
responded to the demand. - ... 

The vehicle is believed to be one of 
more than 100 Kenyan registered 
vehicles, which, along with 88 Ke- 
nyan registered aircraft, have been 
impounded by Tanzanian authorities 
since the border with Kenya was 
closed in February. 

Tanzania has said that the vehicles 
and aircraft will be released only 
after Kenya turns over to Tanzania 
certain properties of defunct in- 
stitutions of the East African Com- 
munity which links Kenya, Uganda 
and Tanzania. The properties in- 
clude ships on Lake Victoria and 
spare parts and planes of the defunct 
East African Airways. 


UNITED NATIONS (AF). — United Nations figures 
about world petroleum supplies disagree with President 
Carter's televised remark to Americans last Monday 
that “we are now running out of gas and oil." Hie UN 
statistics show the world probably has enough of both 
for another hundred years. 

A recently published summary report of a UN- 
sponsored conference of oil experts says there was 
general agreement that oil and gas from conventional 
sources “would last at least until about the time period 
2020-2030.' ' 

And the feeling was. the summary adds, that as rising 
-prices made new sources worth tapping, "additional 
petroleum and gas resources would most probably be 
available albeit at a substantially higher cost ...during 
the. period of transition to the use of renewable energy 
sources even If this transition period should last a hun- 
dred years or mare." 

The UN's experts also took a different view of the 
supply of oil, aside from gas, than did the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency in a report made public before 
Carter’s TV speech, the opening gun of his campaign for 
a new long-range U.S. energy conservation and 
development policy. 

“In the absence of greatly Increased energy conser- 
vation," the CIA said, "projected world demand for oil 


will.. .substantially exceed capacity by 1985." 

Against that CLA that the world would 

need more oil then than It had, the UN summary said 
•the oil experts* papers and discussions made It ap- 
parent that oil would remain the world's most impor- 
tant hydrocarbon source of energy “for many years to 
come.” • 

The su mma ry is the first report of the results of teifc* 
held by 70 experts in a castle at Laxenburg, Austria, 
-last July. The full report comes out May 1. 

Among reasons cited for a favourable supply outlook 
were that: 

• Resources remain to be discovered, since “most of 
the world, particularly in the developing countries, 
offshore and on. the ocean floor, has never been 
systematically, explored for oil and gas." 

• The world’s oil Industry will be able to get more and 
more of the oil and gas out of the ground ttmnfc* to its 
“ceaseless technical advance." 

• As prices for crude ofi or gaa increase, small fields or 
hard-to-get deposits that it does not pay to develop now 
may become worth developing. 

• With rising prices, too, more oil may be produced 
from such so-called m»».nn y y pt i (wai sources as oil- 
bearing shales and the tfa«ik heavy crudes ■"<! tar 
sands.

Moroccans shot for Zaire slayings 


KINSHASA (UPI). — Three Moroc- 
can ^soldiers have been court- 
martialed and shot in front of other 
Moroccan .troops in the war-torn 
Zairean province of Shaba, a well- 
informed Western diplomatic source 
said yesterday. 

The three Moroccans were part of 
a force of 1,500 airlifted here early 
this month to help Zairean forces 
repel an invasion from neighbouring 
Angola hy former Katangese gen- 
darmes. They were involved in an In- 
cident in which a Zairean woman 
was raped and her two children were 
bayoneted to death. 

The Moroccans officially denied 
the incident. But the source said that 
In fact a military judge had been 
flown to Shaba the former 
Katanga — from Morocco and that a 
field tribunal was set up. 

The three soldiers, whose ranks 
were not given, were condemned to 
die by firing squad, led out before a 
parade of other Moroccan troops in 
the area and shot immediately, the 
source Bald. 

Be added that relations between 
the local population in Shab&and the 


combined Z&ire&n-Moroccan troops 
bad “now Improved somewhat," 
although they were still strained. 

It was reported that when the 
Katangese force, variously es- 
timated at between 2,000 and 5,000, 
poured into Shaba on March 8, the 
Zaire forces in the area had not been 
paid for several months and were 
more like an occupation army, living 
off the land and stealing from the 
local populace. 

Now tile Zairean frontline troops 
have been paid and' the Moroccan ' 
soldiers, soberly Impressed by the' 
parade-ground executions, are 
behaving themselves. 

Zaire president Mobutu Sese Seko, 
currently on a triumphal tour of 
Shaba, has proclaimed that the 
“enemy" forces are breaking up and 
being chased out of the province and 
back into Angola. 

Western political and military 
analysts here are no longer in any 
doubt that Mobutu will win the fur- 
tive campaign in chest-high jungle 
grass. But they are pondering 
gloomily over what will happen 
when he does. 


If Mobutu exacts revenge on those 
he believe* collaborated with the in- 
vaders, this would make the border 
area with Angola more tense than 
ever, and reprisal guerrilla raids by 
Katangese infiltrators would be 
almost impossible to stop. 

A second possibility Is that Mobutu 
wins, but then nominates a prime 
minister to head a government of 
technocrats and restore the crumbl-: 
ing nation’s fortunes. This solutionis 
favoured- by wealthy Zaireans' who 
fear an e ventaal Marxist takeover. 

Western analysts most" fear the 
third possibility — Mobutu's being 
overthrown by. a leftist coup, with 
the attendant loss to the West of 7 per 
cent of the world’s copper output. 

"It has been gently put to 
Mobutu/’ said another Western 
diplomat, “that one way or another 
he must eventually disappear from 
the scene and that he should be train- 
ing a ‘Dauphin’ to take over, a man 
who could run that government of 
technocrats." 

The diplomat sighed and added, 
"But he says he has had no time to 
find an eventual successor." 


MOSCOW (UFI). — Soviet Foreign 
Minister Andrei Gromyko left 
yesterday for an official visit to New 
Delhi aimed at maintaining with In- 
dia's new leaders the dose ties the 
Kremlin forged with former Prime 
Minister Indira Gandhi. 

Gromyko was' the first foreign 
minister of a superpower to travel fo 
India since Mbs. Gandhi’s election . 
defeat in March. 

The three-day visit was described 
as “a getting-tb-Jcnow-each-other 
mission" . by a Foreign .Office 
spokesman In New Delhi. . . -

Growing National Front fans racist fires in Britaii

LONDON. — The National Front, an 
openly racist organization with a 
growing appeal for Britain’s dis- 
tressed workers, on Saturday gave 
an ominous display of its gathering 
strength. 

About 1,000 Front members, wav- 
ing union jacks and singing “Rule 
Brittania," defied a counter-rally 
organized by Labour and left-wing 
forces to keep the Front off* the 
street. The Front men and a sprinkl- 
ing of women marched five kins, 
through north London boroughs 
heavily populated with West Indian 
and Asian Immigrants. 

The marchers were protected by 
flanking walls of police, perhaps 1 ,- 
500 strong and including a dozen 
mounted men. 

The frustrated labour-leftists hurl- 
ed bricks, bottles, tin cans, eggs, 
flour and coloured smoke bombs at 
the marchers. They cursed them as 
“fascist scum" and "bastards." But 
they signally failed in their stated 
objective, to push the Front off the 
streets. 

In scenes reminiscent of issoa 
street battles, there were frequent 
scuffles as the counter- 
demonstrators tried to break 
through the police lines. The 
Scotland Yard men, who along with 
journalists were the principal vic- 
tims of the missiles, managed for the 
most part to keep the two an- 
tagonistic forces apart. 

By nightfall, 60 persons .had been 
arrested, five policemen treated for 
cuts and half a dozen marchers were 
sporting bandages. 

This ugly drama demonstrates 
once again that the Front, with its i 
faceless middle-class leaders and It* 
worker rank and file, Is now a 
political force to be reckoned with. 

In a Birmingham by -election last 
month, the Front displaced the 
Liberals a* the third party and 
collected eight percent of the vote. It 
might have done better except th&t 
the winning Tory stole some of the 
Front's thunder. Ignoring the official 
Conservative line to come out flatly 
against any further Immigration. 


In some recent local London elocu- 
tions, Front candidates have polled 
up to 17 per cent. There will be more 
local elections on May 5 and the 
Front total will he closely watched. 
For the first time, the extremist 
organization Is running candidates 
for 91 of the 92 seats in the Greater 
London Council. The "Front Is not 
likely to win any, but could top 20 per 
cent In some areas. 

The organization is 10 years old 
but has only come to life in the last 
three years of a worsening economy. 
Rising jobless queues, raging infla- 
tion and sinking living standards for 
workers have nourished the Front. 
Followers are led to believe that 
blacks, Aslans and Jews are the 
source of their misery. 

The Front does not have much of a 
programme save for a menacing 
hostility towards those who are “not 
British." Saturday’s march ended to 
the jammed assembly ball of a 
school in Arnos Grove, where 
speakers denounced a disparate 
array of targets. 

The press was sneered at and one 
liberal columnist ridiculed by com- 


paring his IQ to a-hlundering West 
Indian’s. Leaders of traditional par- 
ties were "rats" or “homosexuals." 
Margaret Thatcher, the Tory leader, 
was described as “Edward Heath to 
drag." “International bankers" 
were hit and there were jeers or boos 
at references to Israel, Tel- Aviv and 
the Jewish Board of Deputies. 

But the central target was iden- 
tified by Martin Webster, the Front's 
pudgy. 34-year-old "national ac- 
' ti vities organizer." Webster, who 
worked the crowd like a carnival 
pitchman and ran the fund collection 
at the rally’s end, shouted: 

“If they’re Mack — ” 

“Send them back," the hall roared 
with one voice. 

The FVont's national chairman is 
an 'unimpressive, .balding middle- 
aged man, John Tyndall. He has the 
knack of building his voice to a 
hoarse cry and so delights his 
audience, that thrills to melody 
rather than words. 

Tindall said these things on Satur- 
day: 

"I’ve watched this great city 
degenerate —it’s getting to look like 


one colossal slum it could b« 
capital of Jamaica, India, Pakisti 
Cyprus, Israel." (Applause a 
laughter.) ,

However, he added, this will only be 
done if all the universities agree to 
take such action and if the policy- 
making public bodies in each univer- 
sity (such as the boards of gover- 
nors) approve. 

Turning specifically to Tel Aviv' 
University, Professor Ben-Sbahar 
said efforts are being made to in- 
crease the university’s own sources 
of income so that the total available 
resources will rise. In the area of 
research, efforts are being made to 
get grants from foreign foundations. 
Mbre applied research (for which 
there are local funds from industry 
and other sources) is also being un- 
dertaken. “But the important thing 
here is proportion. We will not let the 
university develop in areas we don’t 
consider desirable just because 
there is money available In those 
fields. We also will not let applied 
research grow to the point where it 
equals or overshadows the univer- 
sity’s basic purpose of increasing 
mankind's knowledge." 

_ In the area of teaching, the univer- 
sity Is beginning to offer services to 
the general public. One example is 
the. language centre recently opened 
on campus. Next year, courses on a 
popular level will be available in the 
humanities, social sciences and 
natural sciences. 

The emphasis in fund-raising is 
also changing. In the past, most of 
the money was raised for building 
the campus. Today, only a small 
number of essential buildings are be- 
ing planned, and most of the money 
sought is earmarked for carrying out 
the university’s teaching and 
research work. 

One type of building project con- 
sidered essential is the extension of 
the university’s libraries. "The ex- 
isting libraries will not meet the 
needs of our students in the 1980's," 
Professor Ben-Shahar said. "Expan- 
sion of the libraries reflects an im- 
provement in the quality of our 
students and their need for up-to- 
date materials to improve the level 
of learning." 

As for funds for the day-to-day

work of the university, these axe be- 
ing raised by encouraging donors to 
set up endowment funds whose bruits 
will be used for specific projects. 
This enables the donors to become 
involved in specific academic ac- 
tivities and at the same time allows 
the university to make long-range 
plans with the knowledge that the en- 
dowment fund will continue to exist 
and yield resources. 

Two examples which Professor 
Ben-Shahar thinks will be singular 
contributions by the university to 
policy-making in Israel are the 
Strategic Studies Centre (which will 
work on problems of defence and 
foreign relations) and the Sapir 
Development Centre (which will 
work on economic, social and 
cultural problems of domestic 
policy.) 

The Porter family of England has 
donated an endowment fund for es- 
tablishing an Institute to study the 
relationship between linguistics and 
literature, a field in which there Is 
growing interest in both Eastern and 
Western countries. The Reconati 
family has endowed a fund for 
academic projects at the Reconati 
School of Business Administration. 
Other donors have made possible the 
establishment of research chairs In 
such diverse fields' as theoretical 
physics and modem Judaism. 

Despite financial worries, 
Professor Ben-Shahar is optimistic. 
He hopes that over the next 10 years, 
more students of Eastern 
backgrounds will enter the univer- 
sities. As a result, he expects a 
renaissance of the boom Israel's un- 
iversities experienced in the 60 's and 
early 70 's.

half your container with good garden 
soil and insert the whole potato. 
Cover it with 6 cm. of light, sandy 
soil. If your soil Is heavier, mix it 
with' an equal amount of sand or 
vermiculite. Also mix In a table- 
spoon of superphosphate or general 
fertiliser. 

The plants must be watered 
regularly (2-3 times a week) but 
should not grow in soggy soiL Keep 
the sweet potato growing until the 
vines die back in late autumn or are 
nipped by frost. Carefully take the 
new tubers out and store in a dry, 
dark place for next spring. (The 
mother tuber Is worthless for new 
propagation. ) 

For shady locations, plant spider 
plant (chlorophytum) . columnea 
(aquilegium), violets, impatiens 
(“busy Lizzie"), lobelia, bellis 
(bath-hen), ajuga. asparagus 
sprengeri (half-shade) begonia 
semperflorens and conn begonias, 
as well as gloxinia (a beautiful bulb 
flower for half shade, flowering in 
late summer) . 

There are few plants so well 
adapted to banging pots, wall 
baskets and outdoor or indoor grow- 
ing as fuchsia. The easiest way to ob- 
tain a striking effect is to plant two 
or three fuchsias together. They 
need light, but do not do well in full 
sunshine. Another idea for shade 
planting is wild strawberries. I have 
grown them for years in baskets or 
other containers, in half shade in the 
garden or indoors near a sunny win- 
dow. I pick aromatic, tasty, red 
strawberries year-round! For indoor 
growing, you may add peperomium, 
coleus and the bromeliads family 
like guzmania, aechraea or 
billbergia as well as ferns, African 
violets, hoya (baf-sheua). etc. 

SEVERAL DIFFERENT plants in 


one container make a small banging 
landscape. Hanging garden fever 
has brought a boom in all kinds of 
hanging hardware, baskets, plastic 
and glass bowls. But you do not have 
to buy expensive standard con- 
tainers. Use your imagination to find 
a cheap substitute. Old cooking pots 
or objects from the flea market may 
yield items covertible to hanging 
"baskets." I have made containers 
from an old two-handle jug cradled 
in a rope sling, from an old teakettle, 
from an asbestos chimney-pipe head 
piece (turned upside down) and even 
from a hollowed out coconut. 

In solid containers: holes must be 1 
drilled for .good drainage. Since- the 
weight of the basket Increases as 
plants grow and become heavier 
with every watering, it is important 
to use a well-anchored hook, strong 
enough to support the weight on it, 
especially when the basket is hung 
outdoors and unprotected against 
strong winds. Plant hooks are stan- 
dard hardware items. For hanging 
pots put directly on walls, there are 
commercially available brackets 
and chains. Instead of expensive 
swivels. S-shaped hooks of heavy 
wire may be used (see drawing) . 

Faithful watering is important for 
hanging plants, as the exposed posi- 
tion (including the bottom of the con- 
tainer) and swinging action will dry 
them out faster than if they were in 
the ground or on a shelf. 

The most effective way to water 
bang in g baskets is to take the con- 
tainer down entirely and dunk for 
several minutes in a bucket of water. 
Tepid water is absorbed faster. Let 
the basket drip dry before rehang- 
ing. 

When hanging plants grow too tall 
or become overcrowded, pinch and 
thin as for balcony containers. Don’t 
be surprised to find aphids or other 
pests. Use spray and poison dust, as 
in your garden routine, but never vise 
poisoned material In your rooms! 
Take the container out to the garden 
or elsewhere to treat it. 

A more complicated idea is to 
plant in bottles, glass bowls or 
ceramic containers, because with 
these a complicated system of 
drainage is needed to avoid root rot. 
More about these systems next 
week. 


A talk with the mystery man 


REVIEWERS often refer to him as a 
"British thriller writer." He is also 
described as a "peddlar of serious 
entertainment." 

"And what they rant on about a 
lot." says author Lionel Davidson in 
his broad North country accent, "is 
that I am comparable to John 
Buchan, Rider Haggard, Kingsley 
ATwiq — . and occasionally they even 
cal) me the Jewish Grahame 
Greene. When Rebecca West review- 
ed Smith’s Gazelle she bailed me as 
‘the new Kipling. 1 Unfortunately, no 
one has ever compared me to my 
real ideal as a writer - : Christopher 
Isherwood. I would very much like to 
write about Israel, rather in a series 
of fables, in the way he handled 
Berlin In Berlin Diary. 

The complex interlocking of fact 
and fiction in his novels invites 
parallels with Frederick Forsyth, I 
point out. 

"Yes." be agrees readily, "but he 
is compared to me !" 

It Is now nine years since Lionel 
Davidson and his family decided to 
leave their London home and settle 
in Herzliya. That decision, he says, 
was based primarily on personal 
considerations, not professional 
ones. 

"I could write anywhere In .the 
world. Even on a desert ! aland for 
that matter. But emotionally, this Is 
the only place I want to live in. It's 
not Zionism: I have a sister who is a 
fervent Zionist. She hasn't yet got 
around to living here, and I can’t say 
that Zionist circles ever held any 
particular appeal to me. Living here, 

I feel simply as a Jew of this genera- 
tion. neither an Englishman in exile 
nor an Israeli. 

"Moreover," he adds, straight fac- 
ed, sardonically, "who needs ally a? 
If I have set some of my books in an 
Israeli background, propaganda for 
Israel has never been the motive. 
I'm not an ideologue, not an "engag- 
ed writer." There are far too many 
people here already for my liking. 
And the yordim needn't return 
either, filling up the roads with their 
big American tax-free" cars. Serious- . 
ly, I came here for fun. If it ever 
stops being fun, that's the moment I 
leave." 

What is fun? 

"In all the situations I see around 
me, I find an abundance of what I 
can only call good Jewish humour: 
the crankiness, perversity and In- 
dividuality of the people." 

LIONEL DAVIDSON was born in 
Hull, one of a family of 10 children. 
Though he moved to London when he 
was two, the unmistakable accent 
persists to this day, as does that 
special brand of understated, wry 
humour peculiar to Britain's 
Midlands. He would still like to write 
a good novel about the fishing 
trawlers of Hull, he muses. 

Davidson started his literary 
career with The Rose of Tibet. 
written while he was working as fic- 
tion editor of the long extinct 
Odhams publication, John BulL 
Much of the background was 
suggested during the time be spent 
in India as a radio operator in the 
British Submarine Service. His long 
epic of adventure in a Tibetan 
monastery "proved so realistic that 
he eyen received letters from people 
like the brother of the dispossessed 
Dalai Lama, demanding to know the 
whereabouts of documents relating 
to the monastery's treasure. 

His next hook was the Night of 
Wenceslas and his third novel was A 
Long Way to Shiloh. The latter was 
inspired by his first trip to Israel In 
1961, and a lot of its background 
came from an ancient copy of Zev 
VUnai's guidebook which he picked 
up while he was here. The book 
which followed. Making Good Again, 
is a thriller, set in preaent-day Ger- 
many, about the aftermath of 
Nazism. 

Is he in any way a different writer 
since settling In Israel? He thinks not 
— but undoubtedly It was the fact of 
living here which involved him in the 
themes of the two hooks he has 
published since his immigration. 

"The only thing which has chang- 
ed about my writing Is that I find 
that, since I came here, it is impossi- 
ble to work at home as I always did 
In the past. I think it must be simply 
that Israeli society is too distrac- 
ting! In order to write Smifk’s 
Gazelle I had to retreat to the Casa 
del Sol ranch in the Galilee. Now I 
have a simpler arrangement — I 
hole up in my Jaffa studio for days 
on end when I have to get down to 
work, close the shutters, unplug the 
phone, and exist on what ray wife 
Fay leaves in the refrigerator. I turn 
night into day, day Into night, and 
emerge again when I am ready." 

The theme for Smith 's Gazelle — 
an old Beduin living in a ravine, 
making it his life's mission to tend to 
and ensure the survival of a near- 
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extinct species of gazelle; and his 
relationship with the young boy from 
a nearby kibbutz who discovers his 
secret abode — was suggested by a 
chance meeting with MK Avraham 
Yoffe at a dinner party. Yoffe told 
him the intriguing story of how some 
of his reserve wardens near TIrat 
Zvi had discovered a rare species of 
gazelle living in a remote ravine. 
Davidson embroidered on the story 
and the resulting novel, together 
with Shiloh and Making Good, -won 
him the Shazar Prize for Immigrant 
Writers in 1973. 

AFTER THAT he spent time 
building a house (“That’s a subject 
for a book if ever there was one!"), 
and writing the script for Peter 
Ustinov's film. Big Mac and Poor 
Clare , which was made here. "It 
should have been good but it wasn't. 

I can only say I'm glad it never got to 
be fully released!" 

He tried to get hack to writing a 
book be had planned and researched 
when- he was still in England but 
"the effect of Israel was that I realiz- 
ed that T couldn't write about London 
In Israel. I think now, at long last, I 
may have broken that bogey, 
because a strange thing happened 
with my last two books. The Weiz - 
mann Institute book — The Sun- 
Chemist — was all written last year 
when I was in London, though of 
course I'd done all the research here. 
And right now. I'm on the final 
stages of revision of The Chelsea 
Murders. It's a kind of murder story, 
very much set in Chelsea where we 
were living for the year. It helps If 
you know English poetry — its 
rather like a paper chase. And, 
strangely enough. I’ve done most of 
the writing of it tucked away in Jaf- 1 
fa." 

The way the Sun Chemist came 
about, he explains. Is that one day he 
picked up an old copy of Weizmann's 
Trial and Error in a second-hand 
bookshop in a scruffy alleyway off 
Allenby Street. 

"My copy bad got lost in the move 
to Israel. I picked this one up and it 
fell open at the page describing 
Chaimchik's experiments in making 
petrol from vegetable matter. The 
whole idea lay dormant until the 
Yobo Kip pur War. when it occurred 
to me how ironic it would be, at the 
period of petrol shortage and 


boycotts, if the solution to it all were 
to come from the "experiments of 
Israel's first President." 

Davidson went into the whole 
matter very extensively with Julian 
Meltzer, who was the public 
relations man at - the Weizmann 
Institute for many years, and with 
the late Professor E.D. Bergmann, 
who had been Chaim Weizmann's 
junior assistant-at the time of the ex- 
periments. 

"They had fallen out after that, but 
Bergmann, still felt highly op- 
timistic about the whole theory of 
taking vegetable matter and fermen- 
ting and refining it to produce 
tremendously high octane ketones. 
He personally felt it was too precious 
a sphstance to use for fuel, hut that it 
had tremenduous potential, being 
full of chemicals and 150 octane." 

Under Davidson’s pen, the whole 
thing evolved into a cloak and 
dagger search for a precious miaklng 
formula, involving undercover . 
agents, murders, muggings and all 
the rest. 1 He also chose to base the 
magic formula on sweet potatoes: 
not quite, he admits, on what 
Chaimchik based his own ex- 
periments .. but why not? 

"The things I write are a kind of 
enquiry game," he admits happily. 

And how did Meyer Weisgal, the. 
president of the Weizmann Institute, 
react to having his name woven into 
the plot? 

"Well, of course I showed him the 
manuscript — I don’t know if he was 
delighted, but he didn’t object either. 
Funnily enough, the reaction I’ve 
had on that book has been the 
patchiest of all. The Times and The 
New Yorker raved about it, other 
reviewers hated it — maybe they’re 
just jaded by the Israeli 
background." 

NONE THE LESS, he has no Inten- 
tion of forsaking the Israeli environ- 
ment in his novels. He plans a 
children's hook based on diving 
adventures in Dahab and Sinai; he 
would like to write an Israeli James 
Bond; and he intends "in about 
seven years' time to start on a really 
Big Project." Just what it is. he is 
not prepared to say. It is planned, he 
says, in a kind of mental muddle. He 
hints that it is connected with his 
idea of “the Jewish return, that the 
mess in society here was' brought 
about by the prosaic nature of the 
miracle. You feel like a voyeur in 
Israel. I am astonished this whole 
subject has never been written 
about."

Why are his books — which are 
translated into several languages — 
not translated into Hebrew? He 

answers that, although his books 
translate well Into many languages 
(but are not done In German, on 
principle), the idioms seem to come 
out badly in Hebrew. 

As to why he publishes in London 
and New York, and not in Israel, he 
says: "I don’t honestly know why — 
I never found the real reason for 
anything here!" 

Does he feel he belongs to Israeli 
society? 

"Writers as a breed are not fully 
paid up members of any society. 
They are oddballs, and I am a 
member of that oddball populus, not 
really ‘at home* anywhere. 

"Israeli writers are different In 
that respect. They seem to treat 
their work as constant miltrim, or 
national service. I find a lot of them 
very insular, still writing the great 
1920s novel set in Eastern Europe, 
totally unrepresentative of what is 
really happening here — the influx 
from Western countries, for exam- 
ple, or the problem of the yordim. 
Potentially, they are great writers, 
many of them. But they are just too 
totally engaged in the Israeli scene. 
When they write books set 
elsewhere, they tend to project a 
very peculiar view." 

The current Jerusalem Book Fair 
is, he says, now considered number 
two in importance on the world 
scene. Perhaps the fact that so many 
publishers are Jews Is a contributing 
factor, but he finds it highly en- 
couraging that such a large number 
of top publishers, including his own 
in Britain, will be attending this 
year’s Fair for the first time. News

Haifa’s Naftali Kastel finished 
second; Amnon Weinstein of the host 
club was third; fourth was Ramat 
Gan’s wheelchair sportsman Aharon 
BSrschner, with 498 points. 

Winner of the junior event was 
Freddy Kb&yat of Haifa, whose Im- 
pressive tally of 501 points con- 
stituted a local record, ms clubmate 
Danny Talitman took second place, 
15 points behind. 

The tournament also saw the in- 
troduction of new competition for 
young beginners, in which several 
12-year-old boys shot 30 arrows from 
a distance of 15 metres.

Hush-hush economic meeting 
of the world’s power elite 


By CHARLES GLASS 


LONDON (OfnsT. — Ninety 
members of the Western-world's rul- 
ing elite yesterday concluded at 
Torquay in Devon the 25th session of 
the little-known Bilderherg 
Conference. 

The conference, first held at the 
Hotel Bllderberg in Holland In May 
1954,' brings together leading 
politicians, bankers and in- 
dustrialists from NATO countries for 
off-the-record discussions on 
economic, military and . political 
cooperation. The list of participants 
reads like the world's most exclusive 
address book: Mr. Stavros Niarchos. 
the Greek shipping magnate. Signor 
Giovanni Agnelli of Fiat, dozens of 
Lords and U.S. Senators. Swiss 
hankers and French financiers such 
as the Baron Edmond de Rothschild. 

Many participants at earlier con- 
ferences were established 
politicians, such as British Premier 
Hugh Gaitskell and former U.S. 
Secretary of State Mr. Dean 
Acheson. hut. most interestingly, 
there were almost unknown men 
who later obtained positions of great 
power: Dr. David Owen, the British 


Foreign Secretary, Herr Helmut 
Schmidt, the Wnt German 
Chancellor, Mr. Gerald Ford, Mr. 
Walter Mondale and three 
Americans who became Secretaries 
of State, Mr. Dean Rusk, Dr. Henry 
Kissinger and Mr. Cyrus Vance. 

Conference discussions are always 
kept secret, and critics allege that it 
Is a conspiracy by those in power to 
stay In power. 

Bllderberg is a child of the Cold 
War. conceived in 1952 by a Pole, Dr. 
Joseph Retinger, as a means of 
strengthening the Western Alliance. 
Prince Bernhard of the Netherlands 
became permanent chairman in 
1954, because of his Influence and 
because he symbolized that union of 
statesmanship and business which 
Bllderberg hoped to achieve. Prince 
Bernhard was dropped last year un- 
der American pressure when Ids in- 
volvement In the Lockheed bribes 
scandal was revealed. 

Some American political analysts 
fear that Bilderberg is being revived 
at this time as a vehicle for solidari- 
ty in a new round of the Cold War. 
This year's conference will discuss 
the "mixed economies" of the West 
and relations with the Third World. 


Export award 
for poultry 
vitamins 


PET AH T3KVA. — Israel Is one of 
the few countries which produces 
and exports vitamins, concentrates 
and feed additives for poultry and 
cattle. This was stated last week by 
Avraham Rax, general manager of 
the Folkm&tj A Dr. Koffler Chemical 
Works. The firm, which Increased 
exports from $l.&n in 1976 to $1.86xn 
last year, has just won the "Outstan- 
ding Exporter” award. 


Founded In 1945, when the country 
was still cut off from Imports, the 
firm supplied vital feed additives to 
poultry breeders. The firm's 
founder, and Its scientific director 
until today, Dr. M. Koffler, found 
that the crucial vitamin A could be 
extracted from the liver of sharks 
caught in the Red Sea. 


From a small firm employing only 
two workers, the firm. and its sub- 
sidiary. Koffolk Chemicals in 
Jerusalem, now has a staff of 130. 
Turnover last year was about 
IL6Qm.. compared with ILSSm. in 
1975. Exports account for about 40 
per cent' of prpduction. 


How we could have saved 
on the price of coffee, if...

TEL AVIV. — The country could 
have saved hundreds of thousands of 
dollars, if we had bought large quan- 
tities of coffee In November 1975. 
The world price of coffee then was 
about $ 1,000 a ton. today’s price Is 
about $7,200, it was learned recently 
from an internal report of the 
Ministry of Agriculture. * 

Dan Mass, adviser to Agriculture 
Minister Aharon Uzan, wrote the 
Minister in a recent letter that hack 
in November 1975 he expressed the ' 
fear that the price of coflee would go 
up. At that time he turned to -Y. Bar- 
Shai of the food division in 'the 
Commerce and Industry Ministry, 
demanding that the country stock up 
on coffee! but his plea fell on deaf 
ears. 

Mass based his 1975 prediction on 
the fact that in that year Brazil, the 
world's biggest coffee producer, had 
suffered a severe frost which ruined 
about one third of its crop. In 1976 his 
prediction turned out to he correct. 
The Brazilians harvested only about 
600,000 tons of coffee instead of an 
expected l.5m. tons. 


Mass explained that prices con- 
tinue to rise because coffee crops in 
other countries have also suffered. 
In Angola the damage was because 
of the war; in Guatemala because of 
the earthquake. In Columbia it was 
strong rains, and in Nicaragua 
coffee plants were attacked by dis- 
ease. 


Only in 1979 will the price of coffee 
start going down, Mass predicts. But 
he believes that the price wfii not go 
down drastically, because the coffee 
growers will try to unite In an OPEC- 
like cartel, so that they will be able 
to control the price of coffee. 


If it is too late to stock upon coffee, 
there is still time to do something 
about tea. Mass believes that the 
price, of tea will continue to go up. 


Dan Mass also acts as an adviser 
to the German Minister of 
Agriculture. Mass is not in the coun- 
try at the moment, and The 
Jerusalem Post could not learn 
whether in 2975 he also advised the 
German Minister of Agriculture to 
stock up on coffee and if so, whether 
his advice was accepted. 


Press must be free, but may not be malicious

Justice Berlnson 

In concurring with Justice 
Shamg&r, Justice Berlnson 
reiterated what the Supreme Court 
had already held in C.A. 213/69 to the 
effect that the press has no special 
standing and privileges vis-a-vis the ' 
defamation laws. He then went on to 
point out that the appellant's infor- 
mation and conclusion in the article 
in question had been based on a 
reliable source — no other than the 
Sales Manager of the Goldberg 
Agency, who bad handled the sale of 
the respondents' car, and whose opi- 
nion the appellant had merely 
repeated. While, he continued, it is 
true that repetition of a libel is no ex- 
cuse and may, on the contrary, par- 
ticularly when it is done In a 
newspaper, make the matter doubly 
libellous, nevertheless, in the par- 
ticular case under consideration, ac- 
count must be taken of the fact that 
the publication was based on infor- 
mation received from a reliable 
source and that the writer himself 
was also not unfamiliar with the 
subject-matter as he writes about 
motoring and transport for his 
newspaper. 

In short, he concluded, he agrees 
with Justice Shamg&r that the 
publication had been made in good 
faith and without malice; that there 
had been sufficient factual grounds 
for the conclusions drawn therein 
and for the criticism levelled, even if 
they subsequently proved to be ex- 
aggerated and unwarranted; and 
that the facts contained in the article 
were basically true, the few inac- 
curacies being of secondary Impor- 
Jance.

the onus of proving this contention 
(save in the case of "an incidental 
detail which is not actually in- 
jurious" within the meaning of sec- 
tion 14). But in the case of an opinion 
expressed, in good faith, on a matter 
of public interest, the legislature has 
been most liberal, because freedom 
of expression and criticism on a 
matter of public interest is one of the 
fundamental rights in every 
enlightened society, and any un- 
warranted restriction of this 
freedom would be' a violation of a 
sacrosanct principle. The onus, 
therefore, rests on the plaintiff to 
prove absence of good faith. 

There are, however, Justice Ben 
Porat^contlnued. certain reser- 
vations which must be observed 
even in connection with an opinion 
expressed in good faith. The first of 
these is that the person who contends 
he was merely expressing an honest 
opinion must bring to the attention of 
the reader the facts on which he bas- 
ed thin opinion and these facts must 
be true. For only thus can the 
reasonable reader judge for himself 
whether the opinion expressed is 
well-founded or not. Secondly, logic 
demands that it be made sufficiently 
clear and obvious what part of the 
matter published is fact and what Is 
comment, so as to enable tbe public 
to ascertain for themselves what the 
subject-matter is on which the com- 
ment is founded. 

She was prepared to assume, con- 
tinued Justice Ben Porat, that in the 
absence of any express provision of 
law it would not be necessary to 
reveal all the facts on which the opi- 
nion was founded; but there Is at 
least a duty to reveal such facts as 
would give the reader the opportuni-

Ben Porat held, at the outset, that 
there, was no doubt that the article 
published by the second appellant In 
"Ha'aretz" to the effect that the 
respondent had had no real intention 
of selling the Lmpala Chevrolet ac- 
quired for the use of the second 
respondent, was libellous, as it in- 
ferred that the respondents were un- 
truthful and unreliable and intended 
misleading the public.tThe question 
is, therefore „ whether the appellants 
bad been Justified in imputing such 
conduct to the respondents, either 
because the imputation was true or 
because it constituted an expression 
of opinion in good faith on a matter of 
public interest. 

Justice Ben Porat then went on to 
explain the difference between the 
defence of “truth", as defined in sec- 
tion 14 of the Defamation Law, and 
the defence of "expression of opinion 
in good faith" as defined In sections 
15(4) and IS of the Law. A defendant 
who pleads in his defence that he 
spoke only the truth, she said, has 


comment is well-founded, since this 
is the main justification for giving 
such wide latitude to the defence of 
“fair comment." 

In other words, Justice Ben Porat 
summed up, if the general impres- 
sion conveyed by the -published 
matter is that the defamatory part 
thereof establishes a fact, or that it is 
an expression of opinion based on ex- 
trinsic facts known only to the writer 
of the matter, then the defence 
available to him will not he that of 
"fair comment” but only that of 
“truth." 

As to the question, she continued, 
of whether It would be a good 
defence for the publisher of a 
defamation to argue -that he had 
received his information from a 
reliable source, or that he had relied 
on a rumour which he believed to be 
true, the answer to it Is in the 
negative, although the courts, when 
awarding damages, may regard this 
as a mitigating factor, under the ■ 
provisions of section 19(1) of the

In short, a line must be drawn 
between criticism of public conduct 
and imputation of motives by which 
that conduct was presumed to have 
been actuated: which means that a 
person has no right to Impute base 
motives to a public official unless 
there is sufficient ground for such 
imputation, an honest belief in the 
truth of it being insufficient 

Justice Ben Porat then went on to 
discuss the particular case under 
consideration in the light of the prin- 
ciples laid down above. She had 
come to the conclusion, she held, 
that the appellants could not benefit 
from the defence of "fair comment" 
for several reasons. First, because 
the Imputation that the respondent^

and not as an expression of opinibn, 
since the reading public could not 
possibly have understood from the 
wording of the article that there was 
any room for doubt as to the base in- 
tentions of the respondents. Second- 
ly. because even on the (incorrect) 
assumption that the imputation was 
an expression of opinion, the 
appellant would still not be able to 
rely on the defence of "fair com- 
ment" as the conclusions which he 
had drawn from the tacts which he 
himself had given In his article were 
out of all proportion to those facts. 
For even if the respondents had 
erred in not accepting one of the 
offers purportedly made for the car 
in question, this did not provide a 
good basis tor the conclusion that 
they had wished to cheat the public. 
And even though there might be 


room tor criticising tbe manner in 
which an institution elected to sell a 
vehicle, this was a far cry from the 
conclusion of misrepresentation 
drawn by the appellant because of 
this manner. 


Thirdly, continued Justice Ben 
Porat, there were Inaccuracies In 
the facts set out In the article whose 
cumulative effect was by no means 
insignificant and could even raise 
prima facie doubts about the good 
faith of the writer, when this factor Is 
added to the other considerations 
militating against the defence of 
"fair comment" listed above. 

She thought, therefore, concluded 
Justice Ben Porat, that the appeal 
should he dismissed. 

Appeal .allowed by majority deci- 
sion with IL5.000 costs. 

Judgment given on February 24,

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Wage scramble 


THE DOCTORS' strike was easy enough to foresee. First the 
hospital doctors got, now the clinic doctors want. This is what 
happens when the Government has.no policy — other than to 
yield after putting on a show of resistance. "Yielding against 
pressure Invites pressure. It is almost a law of nature. 

The country has und ergone in the last half-year the most 
damaging series of walkouts in its history; and we have 
probably not seen the last of them. All groups are trying to get 
their wad before the elections. Union members have convinced 
themselves that in the vacuum of authority created by the 
Treasury, it is a holy duty to grab, otherwise you are left behind. * 

The sad fact is that they seem to he right Collective 
agreements, which have contractual force, are studiously Ig- 
nored. The new arbitration tribunal, set up under the presidency 
of Judge Berinson stands unused, because the strikers are not 
Interested — despite the fact that they are legally obliged to 
accept its verdict. 

Force Is everything. He who does not brandish the mailed fist 
does not get. Is this a viable wage system? 

The distressing Instability of labour relations in recent years 
hflfl hindered the -country's economic advance; but it should by 
now have given a clear idea of what la wrong, and how wage 
policy can be handled better. 

There Is reason* to suspect, with present hin d si ght, that the 
tremendously simple two-year collective agreements concluded 
with the HLstadrut in 1976 (a fixed percentage rise for-the public 
service — all of it — and another fixed percentage for.everybody 
else) was never expected to stand. Henceforth, the approach 
must be different. Wage policy has to be negotiated on the 
assumption that a labour contract is binding. 

That means checking toe situation of every employed group 
ahead of time, and making upward wage adjustments where 
necessary. It is absurd, for example, to expect high-salaried 
groups like toe seamen and airmen to swallow the new tax 
reform — at a time when the cost-of-living allowance only 
applies to part of their earnings, and prices are rising at the rate 
of 35-40 per cent annually . 

The employers and the Hlstadrut should work out these 
problems at their own initiative, instead of waiting for workers' 
committees to take matters Into their own hands. It would be 
worthwhile — If it was known that the collective agreements 
signed at the end are final. 

They can be final, If they are fair, and if the employers make 
it clear that there will be no budging from the pledged word, 
strike or no strike. That too is possible, as toe ship owners have 
Just shown in their successful conflict with the ships' officers. 

Had that been realised beforehand — and had toe ship owners 
also worked out beforehand a valid formula over the wretched 
dispute about differentials — the destructive shutdown of half of 
Israel's merchant marine might have been avoided.

THE RABIN AFFAIR has generated 
a spinoff debate on the general 
merits of government regulations 
that are more often observed.in the 
breach, or that are largely unen- 
forceable. 

Without going into the specific 
question of foreign currency 
regulations, it is undeniable that the 
multitude of ' government 
regulations, which seems to be an in- 
herent feature of modern states, can 
“make offenders of us all” — a* one 
election advert puts it It is also un- 
deniable that this country's 
"situation,” and the state of the 
economy, must entail considerable 
state Intervention . and a certain 
amount of -restrictive regulation. 
The question is, how muck. 

To decide this, we should first ex- 
amine . the country's bureaucratic 
machinery as it now exists- If there 
is one thing this machinery cannot 
be charged with, it is'kjw output in 
promulgating regulations. But 
although it is sometimes alleged that 
government regulations are design- 
ed primarily' to protect the broad 
public, this is by no means apparent. 
All that is obvious to the naked eye is 
that the bureaucratic mills keep 

churning out new regulations 

without respite. 

Moreover, there Is no monitoring 
of the overall cumulative result. 
Each new regulation might be ad- 
mirable and necessary In its own 
right. But the sheer volume, taken 
together, can be counter-productive. 


Each and every government 
department keeps churning out 
regulations which control our 
daily lives, but, argues

COHEN, there is no-one to con- 
trol the resulting bureaucratic 
maze. 


That there is no central overseer 
and regulator was confirmed by a 
visit to the Justice Ministry. The pur- 
pose was to learn the comparative 
increase in the volume of new . 

No 
collated statistics were available, 
the implication being that, no-one- 
knows — or actually needs to know. 

GOVERNMENT REGULATIONS 
take effect upon being gazetted in •

The DMG and

MANY RELIGIOUS voters who 
have been considering voting tor the 
Democratic Movement for Change 
may be put off by the recent decision 
of its national council to allow its in- 
dividual Knesset members freedom 
to vote and to initiate private 
member’s bills on religious issues. 

Even if they agree In principle, 
they will naturally look at the can- 
didates who will be exercising that 
freedom of conscience. And they will 
find that not one of the top can- 
didates on the DMC list Is known tor 
having promoted religious interests, 
while some of them are regarded 
with suspicion In religious circles. 

This problem Is troubling Dr. Man- 
fred Gerstenfeld, who was the only 
Orthodox member of the nine-man 
group that prepared the announce- 
ment of the founding of Yigael 
Yadin's Democratic Movement, 
Issued last November. Gerstenfeld, 
who was chairman of the World 
Union of Jewish Students from 1963 
to 1967, played a key role in for- 
mulating the “Principles, tor a Plat- 
form," signed by the 77 founding 
members of the Democratic Move- 
ment. He is an economic consultant 
by profession. 


decided to dispense with the schedul- 
ed presentation of the issues by Eli 
Eyal. as well as speeches by 
members who had submitted 
amendments. Instead, we proceeded 
straight to the voting, and the whole 
business was over In five minutes. 

"My amendment stated that while 
the DMC advocates freedom for itfe 
Knesset members on religious 
questions, in the Ninth Knesset they 
should not support a change in the 
religious status quo. It was sup- 
ported mainly by the Oded ami 
development town representatives, 
but also by Dr. Israel Katz, Shmuel 
Toledano, and Shlomo Eliahu. But it 
was defeated by a two-to-one majori- 
ty- 

"In talks with Yadin last August, I 
myself proposed that party dis- 
cipline should not be imposed where 
religious matters were concerned. I 
stand by that principle. But we can- 
not ignore the consequences that 
may be expected if that rule is 
applied immediately in a party that 
is only a few months old, and that 
has not yet had a thorough discus- 
sion of this thorny issue. 


AT FIRST, Gerstenfeld acted as 
coordinator jof the economic thinki n g 
team of the DM. But after the union 
with Shinvl, Yadin persuaded him to 
assume the task of answering the 
questions of religious voters who 
showed an interest in joining the 
Democratic Movement for Change. 
Even before the original DM went 
public, he suggested that the 
founders should include at least one 
outstanding Orthodox personality. 
That this was not done he regards as 
a major mistake. 

"Yadin’s main goal," he says, 
“was to tackle the country’s social 
and economic problems 
systematically. We felt that the 
situation was critical and that all 
other Issues had to wait. Thus, per- 
sons with highly divergent views on 
foreign policy joined forces on a 
common social and economic plat- 
form. 

“We regarded the question of 
relations between state and religion 
as an explosive issue but not a bur- 
ning one. That Is why we did not 
mention it at all In the ’Principles.' 
This' was not a matter to be tackled 
at an early stage. But the plank 
adopted on religion changes things 
considerably. 

"The national council, the DMC's 
supreme body, will exert no in- 
fluence in this area. And our 48-word 
religious platform may create dif- 
ficulties for the DMC after the elec- 
tions. 

"For the only viable coalition may 
well be one consisting of one of the 
two major blocs, together with the 
DMC and the National Religious 
Party. But will the NRP agree to join 
forces with a party that will not im- 
pose discipline on its Knesset 
members on matters that are of 
crucial importance to it? Or will we 
refuse to join a coalition with the 
NRP, thereby exposing ourselves to 
the charge that we have not set our 
priorities wisely?” 


"We should strive to depolitlcixe 
religious questions. But this also 
means that the Orthodox should be 
able to find their place in all the 
mainstream parties. 'In a system -of 
constituency elections, each DMC 
candidate will have to face the party 
members In his constituency before 
winning the nomination. The can- 
didate will have to makp clear where 
he stands on religious issues, among 
others, both at that stage and In the 
contest with the candidates of other 
parties. Nobody will have to vote for 
a cat in the bag." 


“THE DEBATE on state and 
religion," adds Gerstenfeld, “was 
expected to be one of the moat 
dramatic discussions at the two-day 
meeting of the national council 
on April 11»12. But the agenda 
was far too crammed, and it was 


BUT IN THE DMC’s internal, coun- 
trywide elections last month none of 
this exposure took place, says 
Gerstenfeld. In the brochure that 
was sent to all party members, in 
which the X5l candidates tor the 
DMC Knesset list were allotted 130 
words in which to describe 
themselves and what they stood tor, 
few of them said anything on 
religious issues. 

“In most DMC branches only a 
minority of the candidates put in an 
appearance. And those who did were 
generally given two minutes in 
which to discuss all issues and with 
no time for questions. In the plenary 
sessions of the national council there 
was no debate at all on state and 
religion. ' Under these cir- 
cumstances, what sense does it 
make to give DMC members 
freedom to vote and initiate legisla- 
tion on religious issues? 

“Talks with many members of the 
national council in the last few weeks 
have convinced me that most of 
them are concerned about their own 
ignorance of Judaism or about the 
absence of Jewishness in the educa- 
tion their children are getting. They 
are confused and inarticulate, but 
not indifferent to the problem. Their 
ideas are embryonic and 
amorphous, not unlike the political 
ideas of the protest movements after 
the Yom Ffippur War. 

“The DMC could make a signifi- 
cant contribution to better mutual 
understanding between members 
with varying views on religion, 
provided we can talk, study, and con- 
sult experts in quiet. This, in my opi- 
nion, calls for the retention of toe 
present system, with which none of 
us is happy, for a limited period."
